Hardaway Says Plan \ 
Provides for Evacua-|}

A new St. Louis air raid plan, 
geared to the hydrogen bomb 
and providing for total evacu- 
ation of the city’s metropolitan 
area, was described today by 
Brig. Gen. Francis P. Hardaway 
(ret.), the city's civil defense di- 
rector. 

The new drill, still in its early 
planning stages, is intended to 
empty the city just as a fire drill 


empties a school building. It 
substitutes evacuation for the 
old doctrine of “duck and cover.” 

The plan, he said, will call for 
clearing everyone out of an area 
within 15 miles of downtown St. 
Louis in four and one-half hours. 


Automobiles, busses and trains 
will have to be used, as well as 
possibly trucks and river trans- 
portation. 
Trial Is Contemplated. 

A trial is contemplated after 
the plan has been completed and 
the public has oeen re-educated,

Also regarded as security risks 
under the program are persons 
who commit sabotage, espionage, 
treason or sedition; persons who 
belong to or have a sympathetic 
association with totalitarian, 
Fascist, Communist or subver- 
sive organizations; persons who 
intentionally disclose security 
information without authority, 
and persons who act to serve the 
interests of another country 
rather than the United States. 


Breakdown of Dismissals. 


The Civil Service Commission 
gave this breakdown: 

Number of employes terminat- 
ed bécause of security questions 
falling within the purview of 
the above, 2611; number who 
resigned before investigation 
was completed, 4315; number 
whose personnel files contained 
information of a_ subversive 
nature, 1743; number whose 
files contained information in- 
dicating sex perversion, 618; 
number whose files contained 
information indicating convic- 
tion of misdemeanors or felon- 
ies, 2272, and others whose files 
contained information of a na- 
ture mentioned in preceding 
paragraphs, 3657. | 

Addition of these gives 
a meaningless total because a 
person may have in his file 
information of several types. 

Also, it should not be inferred 
that all of the 4315 persons who 
resigned under investigation, so 
to speak, did so. because they 
were in any sense security risks.

Ehrhardt said he was “taken 
aback” by criticism of the way in 
which the new $6,000,000 techni- 
cat high school for white stu- 
dents was planned.

USE OF RADIDACTIVE IODINE 
IN HEART CASES DISCUSSED 


Radioactive iodine has proved 
successful in combating certain 
heart conditions when they have 
resisted other forms of treat- 
ment, Dr. George E. Thoma, in- 
structor in internal medicine at 
St. Louis University School of 
Medicine, said here yesterday. 

The substance also “ be- 
coming increasingly useful in 
the diagnosis and location of 
brain cancer,” he told the fall 
meeting of the Missouri Society 
of Medical Technologists at Fir- 
min Desloge Hospital. 

Heart conditions that respond 
to radioactive iodine treatment, 
he said, are congestion and per- 
sistent, severe pain. In both in- 
stances, the condition is elimi- 
nated or relieved when body. ac- 
tivity is slowed down, giving the 
heart less work.

Revision of the state Hilsman 
Act to require “non-partisan” 


minor party candidates in qual- 
ifying for a place on Missouri 
ballots, wiil be sought in the 
next session of the State Legis- 
lature in January. _. 

State Senator William E. Hils- 
St. Louis Democrat and 
author of the act, said today he 
had asked ‘the Legislative Re- 
search Committee to prepare 
necessary legislation to amend- 
men the minor party law to 
make it applicable also to non- 
partisan candidates. 

He said he thought the law 
should be amended because of 
the Missouri Supreme Court 
decision under which Paul W. 
Preisler, St. Louis attorney and 
consulting chemist, was per- 
mitted to run as a non-partisan 
candidate for United States 
Representative in the Second 
Congressional District. 

Provisions of the Bill. 

The Hilsman bill, enacted in 
1953, provides that minor party 
candidates cannot have a place 
on Missouri ballots unless they 
obtain nominating petitions 
signed by specified number of 
voters. It was designed to keep 
unrepresentative minor parties 
off the Missouri ballot, being 
aimed particularly at the Com- 
munist and Christian Nationalist 
parties. 

Hilsman said he thought the 
Supreme Court’s decision in the 
Preisler case “opens the door 
fot evasion of the law, by per- 
mitting Communist and Chris- 
tian Nationalist candidates to 
get on the ballot in the guise 
of being ‘nonpartisan’ candi- 
dates.” 

He said that under regulations 
of the Federal Communicatigns 
Commission, such candidates 
would be entitled to radio and

Tucker Says New Financing Program 


Would Shorten Time From 15 to 20 
Years Now Contemplated. 


A financing plan for comple- 
tion of the three expressways 
into St. Louis within five years 
instead of the 15 to 20 years 
contemplated under the-present 
program is being considered by 


Raymond R. Tucker said today. 

Early constfuction could be as- 
sured by adoption of a plan al- 
ready used by Detroit, Tucker 
said, under which a large bond 
issue would provide ready money 
and the indebtedness would be 
paid off by the estimated $8,000,- 
000 in annual .contributions for 
expressways expected from the 
Federal Government. 

The Mayor spoke at a briefing 
session for a 15-member team of 
the Urban Land Institute, a re- 
search agency with headquarters 
in Washington, which began to- 
day a five-day study of St. 
Louis’s parking needs, mass 
transportation setup, redevelop- 
ment possibilities and other 
phases of the municipal economy. 

Three-Stage Program. 

Under present plans the three 
major expressways—Mark Twain 
on the north, Daniel Boone on 
the west and Ozark on the south 
—will be built in stages as fed- 
eral-state funds become available 
at the $8,000,000 annual rate. 

Tucker did not mention how 
large a bond issue would be 
required, or how long construc- 
tion would take under the De- 
troit plan, but Myer Ableman, 
St. Louis area urban engineer 
for the Missouri Highway De- 
partment, said in answer to a 
question that if funds were 
made available immediately con- 
struction could be finished “in 
four to five years.” 

In response to another ques- 
tion by a member of the Urban 
Land Institute team, Ableman 
said he thought the three ex- 
pressways would be adequate 
for St. Louis area traffic needs 
for the next 20 years.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11 (UP) 

Senator Olin D. Johnston (Dem.),

It said it takes 
about 65 per cent of the world’s 
exportable coffee production,

President of Coffee Exchange 
Denies FTC Charges. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 11 (AP)— 
The vice president of the New 
York Coffee and Sugar Ex- 
change today denied Federal 
Trade Commission charges that 
the exchange had promoted 
“substantial” increases in coffee 
prices by restraining interna- 
tional frade. 

“We deny the latest charges 
of the FTC as we have denied 
other unfair and inaccurate 
charges against the exchange in 
the past,” said Leon Israel Jr., 
New York coffee broker. “Fur- 
thermore we welcome any fair 
and impartial investigation of the 
trading practices on the ex- 
change ... 

“We deny flatly that the con- 
tract in use on the exchange 
has in any way affected the

“The 
remainder of the 6926 are in 
such other dismal and disgrace- 
ful categories as sex perverts, 
dope addicts, chronic alcoholics, 
felons, and similar classifications 
which I sincerely doubt any 
Democratic candidate for office 
or party official desires to em- 
brace and identify as Americans 
they consider fit to hold posi- 
tions in the Federal Govern- 
ment.

WELLESLEY, Mass., Oct. 11 
(AP) — Vida Dutton Scudder, 
professor emeritus of English 
literature at Wellesley College, 
died Saturday night at her 
home. She was a Wellesley 
faculty member for 41 years, 
retiring in 1928. She was 92 
years old,

Three Factors Listed.

1. “The inability or disinclina- 
tion of the (Communist coun- 
tries of Europe) to provide de- 
sired goods in exchange for 
American goods.” 

2. “The apparent lack of 
United States business interest. 
. .- American exporters in gen- 
eral have not actively pursued 
Soviet trade. This reluctance... 
may stem from lack of commer- 
cial representation both in the 
United States and abroad, pub- 
lic relations issues, or the gen- 
erally recognized instability and 
undependability of trading with 
the bloc.” 

3. Doubt that the Soviet coun- 
tries would be willing to use 
their dollar balances to buy a 
large volume of non-strategic 
goods from the United States. 

Weeks said that although in 
the last few months the Com- 
merce Department had substan- 
tially reduced the number of 
trading items barred from sale 
to Communist countries in Eu- 
rope, all strategic items were 
still forbidden. | 

Trade Is Unlawful. 

In addition, he emphasized, 
all trade with Red China and 
North Korea remains unlawful. 

The report said that United 
States exports to Communist 
countries in Europe in the first 
six months of this year consisted 
of $609,000 worth of wool rags, 
$162,000 worth of cigarettes, and 
the remaining $111,000 in shut- 
tle block banks, coal tar acids, 
and charity and relief ship- 
ments. 

Applications approved for 
trade in the second quarter of 
this year totaled $4,097,192, and 
included: 

Pork fatbacks for Romania, 
$733,448; inedible tallow for 
Hungary and Romania, $694,- 
474; wet skins and hides for 
Hungary, Romania, Poland and 
the Soviet Union, $825,432; coal 
tar acid and belting leather for 
the Soviet union, $287,560. The 
rest includes tobacco and cig- 
arettes, second hand clothing, 
small amounts of drugs and 
pharmaceuticals, and relief par- 
cels.

'and jeered when he was served 
| with the warrant and he was 
taken to Dover for the first of 
| two arraignments. 

He posted $3000 bond there

The Dixon-Yates contract has | 
stirred sharp political contro- | 
versy. Under its terms, the so- 


called Dixon-Yates power com- 
bine would build a $107,250,000 
steam generating plant at West 


Memphis, Ark., that would feed 
600,000 kilowatts of electricity 
a year into the TVA system to 
replace power going to the 
Atomic Energy Commission. 

The Joint Congressional 
Atomic Energy Committee last 
Friday postponed hearings on 
the issue until after the Novem- 
ber congressional election. The | 
AEC announced last week it has | 
formally approved but not yet | 
signed the contract. 
Ross wrote that the Dixon- |

Or so it seems to me— AT 30. 
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Through their Board of Education, St. Louis 
taxpayers have laid out a cool $50,000 for a 
survey of the school system's non-teaching activ- 
ities. They have paid a good price to find out 
what was wrong and how things could be cor- 
rected. Now they have the answers. 


Did they get their money's worth? Will they 
profit from this not inconsiderable investment? 


As to the first question, the answer clearly 
is: Yes! A firm of outside experts, A. T. Kear- 
ney & Co., of Chicago, has taken a detached, 
professional view of activities at 911 Locust 
street. The Kearney Co.'s findings, told in detail 
in Sunday's Post-Dispatch, indicate very serious 
deficiencies in the non-instructional area. 


Inadequate organization, planning and adminis- 
tration are robbing the instruction department 
of funds it could use to enrich and expand the 
intellectual experience of each school child. 
There are too many bosses with too many em- 
pires. Specifically, some $1,487,000 is being 
spent unnecessarily on non-teaching services. 

That is quite an extravagance. It is in fact 
“equivalent to the average annual amount ex- 
pended by the school system during the last 
25 years on new fatilities.”” Put another way, if 
that sum were taken from the departments now 
spending it and put into instruction real prog- 
ress could be made toward reducing the teacher- 
pupil ratio. 

Will it? That depends upon the 12 members 
of the School Board who, as the elected repre- 
sentatives of the people, will determine whether 
the people will begin to take a profit on their 
$50,000 investment or suffer a stiff loss. 


The people clearly will profit and their chil- 
dren will benefit if the board proceeds forth- 
with to reorganize in accordance with the sur- 
vey maker’s recommendations. Unfortunately, 
that is much easier said than done. 


If past performance is any indicator, the wire- 
pullers and the patronage-minded on the board 
are going to put up the stiffest kind of resist- 
ance to any such move. And with the board 
as closely divided as it is, it is not unlikely that 
the task of mustering a sev@n-member majority 
for change may be beyond its power for the 
time being. 


But the people need not stand by in hand- 
wringing frustration. If the board does not 
move, the people are not without a remedy. 
They will have an unparalleled opportunity in 
next spring’s election to take control from those 
who. have consistently used the board as a 
vehicle for paying off favors so as to perpetuate 
themselves in office.

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With a Cloud on Sovereignty 

Discovery of oil, coal and iron in Japan's 
continental shelf—perhaps in vast quantities— 
gives hew significance to the whole question of 
offshore mineral deposits. Russia had already 
announced, last year, a big oil strike in the 
Caspian Sea. These mineral deposits off the 
shores of various nations seem increasingly cer- 
tain to become the subject of international diplo- 
macy, particularly with regard to freedom of 
the seas. 

The United States, as it confronts this prob- 
ability, is in an unfavorable and ambiguous 
position. It surrendered some of its sovereignty 
to a few coastal states in the Submerged Lands 
Act of 1953. Can it, therefore, speak on a basis 
of equality with nations which are entirely sov- 
ereign over the submerged shelf abutting their 
shores? 

It would be well if the United States would 
act to remove this cloud on its sovereignty 
before the delicate area of diplomacy involved 
becomes more active. Otherwise the nation, its 
authority divided between the Federal Govern- 
ment and the governments of several coastal 
states, may find itself reduced to opposing 
strength with weakness in matters where 
strength is indispensable. 
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Qur Share in the Seaway 

The difference of opinion between Canada 
and the United States over the dimensions of 
the locks in the St. Lawrence seaway lends 
emphasis to this important fact: That the United 
States is financially quite a junior partner in 
the enterprise. 

The fact that Canada is putting up the major 
part of the money is almost bound to crop up 
again and again when differences of opinion 
arise. Whether consciously or unconsciously, it 
may exert some influence on how those differ- 
ences are finally composed. 

The Great Lakes shippers who want wider 
locks than now planned are finding out how 
much it is to the United States’ interest to get 
a sympathetic reception from the Canadians. 
Other groups may expect jo learn it also as 
time goes on. 

Would it not be well, therefore, to explore pos- 
sibilities of increasing United States participa- 
tion in the financing of the joint project? 

As things stand, this country could easily put 
itself in the light of wanting more of its own 
way than it was willing to pay for; and that 
position is not an ingratiating one to take to 
the conference table.

The Primary Should Be Free 

Appearing on KETC’'s “Soapbox” program, 
which continues to be one of our favorite TV 
shows, Prof. Thomas H. Eliot, head of the Wash- 
ington University political science department, 
raised a point against the proposal for a single 
or blanket primary ballot, which would enable 
voters to participate in the primary without dis- 
closing their party affiliation. 

Mr. Eliot pointed out that the blanket ballot 
would enable voters of one party to raid the 
primary of another, for the purpose of nomi- 
nating weak candidates who would be easier to 
defeat in the general election, 

No doubt this could happen. But we doubt if 
it would happen very often. To be effective, 
such raiding would have to be organized on a 
broad scale, and any party -which organized it 
would subject itself to a public contempt and 
indignation which would do it no good. 

In our view, the more important considera- 
tion is that the primary election law should 
permit free participation in any party's pri- 
mary by any citizen. As the law now stands, the 
voter has to be known as an @ffiliate of the party 
whose ballot he requests, or must be prepared, 
if challenged, to take an oath that he will sup- 
port that party’s nominees in the general elec- 
tion. 

It is an affront to a free voter to require him 
to take such an oath. It is an affront even to 
imply that he is legally bound to support all 
Republican or Democratic nominees merely be- 
cause he has participated in one primary or the 


other. He should be free to participate’ in either 
primary (though not both at the same time), and 
we do not see why he should have to proclaim 
his party affiliation at the primary any more 
than he does at the election. 
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Mr. Justice Jackson 

Robert H. Jackson was one of the most bril- 
liant men ever to sit on the United States Su- 
preme Court, He was easily the least predictable 
of the Justices for more than a decade. And 
he undoubtedly had the sharpest tongue among 
the “nine young men.” But these character- 
istics only tended to emphasize the brilliance of 
his mind and the keenness of his judicial work. 

The country first met Mr. Jackson when the 
late Franklin D. Roosevelt appointed him Solici- 
tor General in 1938. Two years later, when 
he was elevated to the high office of Attorney 
General, he had compiled a record of legal 
victories so impressive that the late Chief Justice 
Charlies Evans Hughes commended Mr. Jackson 
warmly on it. Not often have the cases brought 
by the United States Government been so well 
presented in the Supreme Court. 

Naturally enough the news of Justice Jackson's 
unexpected death recalls his service as the Unit- 
ed States prosecutor of Goéring, Hess and the 
other German war criminals at the Nuernberg 
trials. Given the assignment, he did his work 
well, but it was a non-judicial activity so dubi- 
ous for a Supreme Court Justice that it had 
much better not be repeated. 

Apparently Justice Jackson was chosen partly 
to make him “available” for the chief justiceship, 
a post that fate denied him. With Harry S. 
Truman's selection of Fred M. Vinson, to suc- 
ceed Chief Justice Stone in 1946, Justice Jackson 
let loose a blast from Germany at his colleague, 
Justice Black, over personal differences within 
the court. It was a performance completely 
without precedent. 

But it would be a serious mistake to see the 
judicial career of Robert H. Jackson in such 
terms. In his 13 years on our highest bench 
he contributed much of real value. He wrote 
the decision that reversed the public school 
compulsory flag salute rule which disregarded 
the religious scruples of those who looked on 
the flag as “a graven image.” He prevented, in a 
dramatic last-minute action, the attemped high- 
handed return of war bride Ellen Knauff to 
Germany from Ellis Island. 

Still more important, Justice Jackson was 
one of the Supreme Court's strongest protectors 
of the separation of church and state. In his 
memorable opinion in the New Jersey school 
transportation case, he said: 


Religious freedom was first in the Bill of 
. Rights because it was first in the forefathers’ 
minds; it was set forth in absolute terms 
and its strength is its rigidity. It was in- 
tended not only to keep the states’ hands out 
of religion, but to keep religion's hands off 
the state and above all, to keep bitter reli- 
gious controversy out of public life by deny- 
ing to every denomination any advantage 
from geting control of public policy or the 
public purse. 


We cannot have it both ways. Religious 
teaching cannot be a private affair when the 
State seeks to impose regulations which in- 
fringe indirectly, and a public affair when 
it comes to taxing citizens of one faith and 
aid another or those of no faith at all. 


If the principles seem harsh in prohibit- 
ing aid to Catholic education, it must not be 
forgotten that it is the same Constitution 
that alone assures Catholics the right to 
maintain their schools at all when predomi- 
nant local sentiment would forbid them. 

Nor should, I think, those who have 
done so well without this ald want to see 
this separation between church and state 
broken down. If the state may aid these 
religious schools, it may therefore regulate 
them. Many groups have sought aid from 
tax funds only to find that political control 
went with it. 

The man who saw so clearly the dangers of 
religious competition in affairs of state and 
wrote his concern into the opinions of the 
Supreme Court deserves both understanding and 
gratitude. That was not the easy thing to 
say, which makes it all the more to Robert H. 
Jackson's credit that ne said it. 
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Thumbs Down

And James Juliana, 
when caught, was anything but a sure, calm 
witness as he squirmed in his chair and tried 
to explain. 

The appointment of a man so unfit as the 
“acting executive director’ of the staff of the 
Senate's Permanent Investigations subcommit- 
tee, by its chairman, Senator McCarthy of Wis- 
consin, ts an affront to the American people. 
The minority members, Senator McClellan of 
Arkansas, Symington of Missouri and Jackson 
of Washington, are 1000 per cent right in with- 
holding their approval. If necessary the minor- 
ity Senators should walk out again rather than 
be a party to the elevation of McCarthyism’'s apt 
pupil to this important investigative post. 

For if James Juliana would pull off a stunt 
like that with the country looking on by means 
of television, what might he not try when he

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More Than 1000 Cities 


The number of American cities fluoridating 
their water supply in the interest of reducing 
dental decay in children has now passed the 1000 
mark. They include such communities as Phila- 
deliphia, Denver, Little Rock, San Francisco, 
Washington, Milwaukee and so on. Chicago 
expects to start a program in January and New 
York is interested. 


These figures were assembled by Dr. J. Earl 
Smith, St. Louis's Health Commissioner, for 
study by the Board of Estimate. Although the 
Board of Aldermen has already set public policy 
in this matter by enacting a fluoridation ordi- 
nance, two appropriation measures implementing 
this policy are temporarily halted in the Estimate 
Board. 


The key to their smooth movement to the 
Aldermen is Comptroller Milton Carpenter. He 
and Mayor Tucker, both Democrats, constitute a 
majority in the Estimate Board; the Mayor is 
strongly behind fluoridation.

Press Views of the Dixon-Yates Deal 


The Milwaukee Journal 


For the second time, the Senate Anti- 
monopoly Subcommittee has called for 
a delay in signing the controversial 
Dixon-Yates power contract pending a 
full investigation. ; 

There was ample reason for delay 
when the committee first asked it two 
months ago. , 

Now there are more reasons to justify 
a full study of the contract and the 
activities leading up to it. , 

The Dixon-Yates contract provides 
that the utility group build a power 
plant to provide power to the Tennes- 
see Valley Authority in the amount 
which TVA furnishes the Atomic Energy 
Commission. President Eisenhower 
“ordered” the AEC to sign the contract. 

The order was interference with an 
independent agency. It went against 
clear public policy that such matters 
should be dealt with by bid. 

Another group interested in the proj- 
ect has made offers to do the same job 
at a saving of millions of dollars—but 
it is being given no chance for a hear- 
ing. 
The argument that this is a step to 
encourage “private enterprise” falls on 
its face because of the fact that the 
contract guarantees profit, grants tax 
exemptions and removes all element of 
risk from the enterprise. 

This isn't private enterprise; 
subsidy pure and simple. 

All of these things need public hear- 
ing. The Joint Atomic Energy Com- 
mittee has shown no interest in dig- 
ging into the matter. But the Anti- 
monopoly Committee has shown under- 
standable interest—and should get Ad- 
mninistration and AEC co-operation. 

To jam the contract through without 
hearing will make the deal forever 
suspect. If it can be defended, why 
won't the Administration agree to a 
full probe and explain itself? 

Administratively, politically and every 
other way. the Dixon-Yates deal has 
been handled unwisely. Let’s get the 
facts on the table. 

Already the Dixon-Yates fight has led 
to demands for sweeping investigations 
of the entire power industry.

An Emergency Run. 


The former Senator, a stahch 
New Dealer and Fair Dealer, 
was drafted away from his prof- 
itable law practice to meet a 
Democratic emergency in this 
state. That emergency was 
caused by the announced retire- 
ment of Democratic Senator 
Lester B. Hunt, who subsequent- 
ly todk his own life and created 
the vacancy now filled until 
next January by a Republican 
appointed by Wyoming’s Repub- 
lican Governor. 

Senator Hunt had generally 
been considered a sure winner 
for re-election in November's 
election. Wyoming had been 
checked off, filed and forgotten 
by national party leaders in 
mapping their campaign to hold 
what they have in the Senate 
and pick up the few Republican- 
held seats necessary to regain 
control of the Senate. 


That’s where Joe O'Mahoney 
came back into the picture. He 
was believed to be the man— 
perhaps the only one—who 
could win. 


No Soft Touch. 


It’s no soft thing into which 
he stepped from the quiet Hfe 
and easier routine as a lawyer in 
Washington. He is in a tough 
battle with his Republican op- 
ponent, Representative William 
Henry Harrison, Wyoming’s lone 
member of the House. 


But Joe O’Mahoney is given 
the edge today, partly because 
he is the familiar Joe 
O'Mahoney, and partly because 
of circumstances which he is 
peculiarly fitted to capitalize,

Among ithe 
Democrats claim a definite 
trend to their has de- 
veloped here, this has con- 
firmation from politically astute 
Republicans. That being “so, 
Joe O’Mahoney’s victory would 
seem assured if, supplementing 
that, he got his usual support 
from Republicans. 

In 1952, he lost to present 
Senator Frank A. Barrett by 
only 4255 votes, while President 
Eisenhower carried the state by 
some 33,000. That means that 
some 29,000 persons who voted 
for Gen. Eisenhower also voted 
for Senator O'Mahoney. That is 
quite a tribute’ in an upheaval 
such as 1952, and significant in 
trying to forecast this year’s 
possible result. 


Republicans Divided. 


On top of the recognized 
Dembcratic trend, there is dis- 
sension within the Republican 
organization. Some party lead- 
ers resented Representative Har- 
rison jumping into the contest 
for the party’s senatorial nomi- 
nation on the death of Senator 
Hunt—and within 24 hours— 
since he had announced earlier, 
after Senator Hunt had said he 
would not seek re-election, that 
he would run for the House 
again. Nor is there any love 
lost between him and Senator 
Barrett who, it is reported, will 
do little, if anything, to help 
Representative Harrison in the 
campaign. 

Factors contributing to the 
Democratic trend include some 
found elsewhere, and one espe- 
cially acute in this and four 
southwestern states—namely, the 
drouth, There are many com- 
plaints about the Administra- 
tion’s drouth relief program— 
that # was slow, too little, and 
tangled in red tape. 


REA Policy Puzzles. 


Here, as elsewhere, farmers 
gripe about the Administration 
farm program. Here, too, as in 
neighboring Colorado and some 
other states, farmers and others 
in rural electric co-operatives 
are confused and troubled about 
the Administration’s REA policy. 
That, they fear, may wind up 
by cutting the utilities in on 
their territory in such a way as 
to destroy the REA system 
eventually. 

Business is off in the state, 
some coal mines are shut down, 
and there is spotty unemploy- 
ment in other industrial areas. 

If the Democratic trend has 
been exaggerated, there is the 
possibility that Joe O'Mahoney 
might be the only Wyoming 
Democrat to come through in 
November.

Junior League Exhibitor 
Honored by the Louvre, 
Other Museums.

Ilse Bing, an artist who works 
with camera instead of brush, 
opened an exhibition of her 
latest photographs today at 
Junior League headquarters, 
4932 Maryland avenue. She lives 
in New York but makes many of 
her pictures in Paris. 


Although Miss Bing has held 
shows in recent years at Carroll- 
Knight and Elman galleries 
here, the new display represents 
fresh departures by a vital 
photographer whose art has been 
honored the Louvre, Museum 
of Modern Art and galleries in 
te Harbor, Me., New York and 

aris. 


There are the familiar, deft 
and increasingly sensitive por- 
traits of “sitters” who do not 
sit but are caught in significant 
action. This time these studies 
include a New York woman mu- 
sician; a skeptical, erudite and 
typically French physician, and 
all manner of children, each 
depicted with convincing per- 
sonality in characteristic reac- 
tion to environment. 

In our hurried age, it is Miss 
Bing’s practice, incredibly 
enough, to reserve a full day for 
each subject. This investment 
of her time, moreover, seems 
justified by results. 

Miss Bing appears justified, 
too, in her refusal to let an art 
reporter apply the term “still 
life” to compositions that might 
be so designated if produced by 
others. : 

“Not ‘still life,’” she insists, 
“life!” There is nothing exactly 
still or static, for instance, in 
her littered Washington (D.C.) 
sidewalk or her several studies 
of tremulous fallen leaves in 
Paris. 

Throughout the show, the pic- 
tures’ structure and design are 
so strong that they may be en- 
joyed as abstract elements. But 
Miss Bing decries some salon 
exhibitors’ practice of so crop- 
ping a print as to make it to- 
tally abstract and isolating it 
from life. “I speak for myself 
alone, you understand,” she says. 
She deliberately waited for 
tourists to walk into the geomet- 
rical symmetry of her under- 
neath view of the Eiffel Tower. 
And carefully preserved is the 
relationship between a spider 
web of balanced structure and 
its supporting dust-laden wooden 
beams, photographed on the 
Max Putzel farm in St, Louis 
county. 

Yet Miss Bing’s rules are ad- 
visedly broken for effect. She 
has represented without back- 
ground a baby newly arrived in 
this world. The startled infant 
is just whirling in space. 

Hours of exhibition are 9 a.m. 
to 5 p.m., except that the tea 
room is closed tomorrow and 
Wednesday from noon until 4 
p.m. Miss Bing, who is making 
a number of public and private 
appearances here in connection 
with the display, will be at 
Junior League headquarters 
Thursday from 5 p.m. to 10 p.m. 
The show will close Saturday.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11 (AP) 
—Howard Mitchell, conductor 
of the National Symphony Or- 
chestra, said yesterday that the 
financial plight of orchestras in 
this country has grown s0 se- 
rious that perhaps their only 
hope would be for one of the 


leading symphony groups “to 
go under.” 
.“But, it may be too Iate 


then,” Mitchell added. 

“It’s very strange,” the con- 
ductor told an interviewer on 
the eve of the start of his sixth 
season with the National. “More 
people are interested in good 
music than ever before and yet 
the orchestras have never been 
in such bad shape financially.” 
“Artistically,” he said, “Amer- 
fean music is at its all-time peak. 
Financially, it is at its all-time 


Mitchell, who is a cellist and 
one of the most vigorous boost- 
ers of American musical talent, 
blamed the situation on the col- 
lapse of the patronage system. 
The conductor said he wasn’t 
arguing for federal or state sub- 
sidies to keep the nation’s or- 
chestras going. “I'm as much 
against state-controlled music as 
anybody else,” he said. 

But, Mitchell said, what the 
orchestras really need are the 
$5 and $10 contributions from 
the thousands who enjoy good 
music “without feeling any re- 
sponsibility for continuing it.” 


Mitchell said the deficit among 
orchestras all over the country 
last year ran to around $5,000,- 
000. 


“Records are selling as they 
have never sold before,” he said. 


“But Americans must realize 
that the $4.95 or $5.95 they pay 
for a record or the $2 or $3 
they pay to see a concert isn’t 
enough to keep an orchestra go- 
ing.” He added: 


“Perhaps the only thing that 
will make them realize this is 
for one of the great orchestras 
to go under.” 

Philadelphia Orchestra Fails to 
Reach Agreement on Wages. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 11 (AP) 
—Musicians and officials of the 
Philadelphia Orchestra failed to 
agree early today on a wage set- 
tlement and four more concerts 
were canceled, including one in 
New York.

Mrs. Roosevelt Is 70 Today; 
Party Will Have 1000 Guests 


Vigorous 


United Nations Association Arranges New 
York Dinner — She Plans to Continue 


Schedule. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 11 (AP)— 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt is 70 
years old today. She will cele- 
brate the birthday at a dinner 
along with more than 1000 other 
guests. 

The party in the granfi ball- 
room of Hotel Roosevelt was 
arranged by her associates in 
the American Association for the 
United Nations. She is chairman 
of the organfzation’s board of 
governors. 

Except that this dinner is in 
honor of her birthday, Mrs. 
Roosevelt will find nothing un- 
usual in taking a seat at the 


main. table of a gathering of 
prominent people. Her jam- 
packed day-to-day schedule is 
crowded with big receptions and 
meetings in all parts of the na- 
tion and around the world. 

In the past year she figures 
she has traveled 50,000 miles, 
mostly to lecture about the 
United Nations. 

Traveled Untiringly. 

Since she left the White 

House, where she lived longer 
than any other President’s wife 
in history, Mrs. Roosevelt has 
traveled, lectured and written 
untiringly. But the United Na- 
tions has been her pet en- 
thusiasm, both as a delegate and 
now as a volunteer booster. She 
says her work for the U.N. has 
been the most rewarding in her 
life. 
With 70 years behind her, 
Mrs. Roosevelt, still vigorous 
and in seeming good health, says 
she has no intention of easing up 
on her many activities. 

In contrast to the big party 
tonight, her birthday was cele- 
brated privately by the family 
at Hyde Park yesterday. 

Gathered at her modest Val- 
Kill cottage on the edge of the 
Roosevelt estate were four of

her five children.

In addition to her five children, 
Mrs. Roosevelt has 19 grandchil- 
dren and four great-grandchil- 
dren. 

Mrs. Roosevelt’s Hyde Park 
cottage is about two miles from 
the Roosevelt mansion, the life- 
long home of her late husband 
and now a national shrine. She 
also has an apartment in New 
York City’s fashionable east 
sixties, but spends as many week- 
ends as possible in the country at 
Hyde Park. 

Interviewed recently on her 
approaching birthday, Mrs. 
Roosevelt was asked how she 
liked the idea of being 70. She 
replied: 

“I think one of the advantages 
is that you take life more calm- 
ly. You know that ‘and this, too, 
will pass.’” 

This philosophy fits in with 
comments by close friends who 
say they detect in Mrs. Roose- 
velt a new serenity of spirit and 
mellowness that was lacking dur- 
ing the strain of depression and 
war years in the White House.

Louis district since 1930 drew a 
crowd of 13,173 spectators, which 
wagered $464,182. Both are Ca- 
hokia Downs records. Previous 
attendance mark was 10,422 on 
Aug. 7, while the best handle 
was the $399,312 bet on the 
Labor day program. 

“We were well satisfied with 
the results of Derby night,” said 
Managing Director John Stelle 
“and now we'll get to work on 
a bigger and better race for 
next year. The betting showed 


that the fans will wager when 
better horses are in action.” 

As far as the race itself, En- 
don, the son of Challedon, 
owned and trained by Marion 
H. Van-Berg, proved himself 
much the better over the one 
mile and one sixteenth route. 

Piloted by Howard Craig, one 
of Cahokia’s top riders, Endon 
followed the early pace of Aces 
Wired, took command at the 
three-quarter pole and won from 
Bright Shoes with 342 lengths 
to spare. Bright Shoes, in trou- 
ble several times, was ‘two 
lengths ahead of Golden Ad- 
miral at the finish. Golden 
Admiral, although in tight quar- 
ters, managed to hold off Two 
Fisted, the public choice. Endon 
ran the distance in 1:44 1-5, 
clipping two-fifths of a second 
off the track record and paid 
$19.40 for $2. 

Fans poured a total of $71,584 
through the mutuel windows on 
the race, which incidentally is 
a single race record for night 
racing in the district. The pre- 
vious high was $68,254 set at 
Fairmount on Labor day of 1953. 

Of the money wagered $21,092 
was bet on Two Fisted, $13,712 
being to win. A total of $6568 
Was wagered on Endon, $3636 
being in the win pool. Here’s 
how the money on the other 
entrants was wagered: Amlung 
entry $5133; Mighty Epic $3224;

And Don'ts 
On Ladders

EOPLE are apt to do a lot 
Ps fool things with ladders. 
and among them is to tread 
ladders lightiy. Now if you've 
ever come down a 14-foot lad- 
der head first with a heavy 
storm window right behind, 
you'll know that ladders just 
can't be treated in this fashion. 
The first rule about handling 
ladders is to-be sure that the 
ladder you are going to climb is 
in first class condition. Old beat 
up ladders can probably be 
patched up to be as good as new 
but we just don’t trust ‘em. 
Wood ladders that have been 
painted are especially danger- 
ous because moisture can get 
into the joint between the rungs 
and the side pieces and rot out 
the rungs. The best treatment 
for a ladder is a coat of clear 
wood preservative. This pre- 
vents decay and let’s you see 
_—_ sort of shape the wood 
in, 

When you set a ladder up, be 
sure that it sits on solid d. 
Once you are at the top is no 
time to find one side of the lad- 
der sinking into the ground. The 
base of the ladder should be set 
about one fourth the length of 
the ladder from the wall. If you 
have doubts about the ladder 
slipping, use rope — it makes 
mightly good insurance. We be- 
long to the school that always 
likes to have someone at the 
base of the ladder holding — 
just in case. , 

Never try to work from the 
top of a ladder with both hands. 
Always keep one hand free to 
hold with—either to the ladder 
or some other secure .object. 
And this goes for painting just 
as much as installing window 
screens or removing storm 
sashes, If you can’t do it with 
one hand—get someone to help 
you from inside the window.

How It Started

HERE are many designa- 
T tions to show contempt for 

a stale joke or an oft-re- 
peated story. Among a certain 
group of athletically inclined 
gentlemen who meet periodical- 
ly in the locker-room of a New 
York club it is “a Connelly 
story” (the name is fictitious), 
because Connelly is the club 
wit who tells and retells, with- 
out too much concern for the 
story’s sure-fire quality or its 
vintage! But far and wide in 
this broad land of ours, humor 
of this sort is identified as an 
old “chestnut.” 

And here we have an expres- 
sion that passes the test as 
American slang, though exactly 
when and under ‘what circum- 
stances it apeared first is not 
so easy to determine. Before 
the turn of the century, a cor- 
respondent cited to a publica- 
tion beloved by antiquarians and 
those of sympathetic mind, an 
old melodrama:in which there 
appears a charfcter addicted to 
repeating old-stories with slight 
variation, who starts to relate 
one about a cork-tree, when he 
is interrupted with the correc- 
tion,. “A chestnut-tree,. you 
mean, captain.” An ar nt 
ensues, elimaxed thus: “I have 
heard-you tell the joke 27 times, 
and I am sure it was a chest- 
nut.” 

It requires not only imagina- 
tion, but the will to believe, to 
attribute to this the origin of 
the term under discussion. The 
same applies to various other 
attributions, which go back to 
the "80s of the last century. 
The earliest date on the record 
for it is actually 1882, and in 
1886 the following allusion to 
it appeared in the Boston Her- 
ald: “One of the peculiar tidal 
waves of popularity having 
brought the term ‘chestnut’ as 

plied to everything jocular 
and antedeluvian into. promi- 
nence, its origin is being dis- 
cussed.” And not long after- 
wards the Detroit Free Press 
referred to “chestnut” as ‘“‘One 
of the latest slang terms,” giv- 
ing as an example, “While they 
rung off their old chestnuts on 
me, they were sweltering in 
laundried shirts.”

Shutter doors are made to or- 
der in the right size for the 
opening and do the dividing 
trick without difficult remodel- 
ing. In an archway as wide as 
this they require only a post at 
center in addition to the shutters 
themselves, and this is made 
with the shutters. 

The shutter doors might be 
finished to match furniture, or 
painted the woodwork color or 
a@ special color scheme color of 
their own.

T CANNOT be overstressed 
J tat the point-count should 

not be used with complete 
rigidity. Take the matter of the 
academic requirements for a no- 
trump game. Every player of 
experience knows that 26 high- 
card points in the combined 
hands cannot guarantee the suc- 
cess of a three no-trump con- 
tract, and, conversely, that with 
little luck, or help from the en- 
emy, Many games are scored on 
fewer points. 

It is particularly unwise to 
hang a trick short of game when 
the quality of the opposition 
suggests that the defense will 
not be as tight as it might be. 
Here’s a case in point: 

South, dealer.

The bidding: 
South West North East

West opened the six of 
spades. South won with the 


queen, and since a club trick 
would very probably have to be 
lost in any event, he led a low 
club toward the board.
